Wichita, Kas., April 24.—W. J. Bryan 
arrived here today on his way from Tex- 
as to his home in Nebraska. This after- 
noon Mr. Bryan delivered an open air 
speech to 3,00 persons. Tonight he was 
The guest of honor at the annua] banquet 
of the Sunflower League. 

John 8. Crosby, of New York, and Allen 
O. Myer, of Ohio, were also guests. Mr. 
Bryan in the course of his banquet speech 
paid: 

“The public wonders why I have 
not dropped the silver question. 
New measures are resting upon us 
but I shall never drop the silver 
question until the little coterie of 
English financiers cease to meet in 
secret and plan the laws of this 
country. | 


“The differente between this campaign 
and that of '9 is that the matters of 
trusts and imperialism have been injected 
and that the east hag become educated 
on the silver question. The east no longer 
regards populists as anarchists, but has 
come ff respect them.”’ . 

Referring to the Boer war he said: 

“I measure men’s opinions by ‘their 
sympathies. The sympathies of alli peo- 
ple are with republics and in the great 
contests that are fought between king- 
doms and republics we know where to 
place the heart of Americans. It is. to- 
day with the Boers and I do not say this 
because I am against England. I have 
some regard for England because I am 
part English myself. I am also part Irish 
and part Sgotch, but above all I am 
American.” 

As to colonial] affairs Mr. Bryan said: 

“We are unalterably for the republic 
and everlastingly against the empire and 
denounce the present national] administra- 
tion for its shameless attempt to unsettle 
For 
its abandonment of the Monroe doctrine, 
for its attempt to thrust our country in- 
to European and Asiatic politics, against 
which we have been warned by the fath- 
ers; for its attempt to subjugate unwi.l- 
ing and liberty-loving people not to make 
them citizens, but serfs; for its attempt 
to adopt for our country the English co- 
lonial] system, as foreign to our plan of 
government as a titled aristocrat to a 
king; for its gross disregard of our prom- 
ise to the people of Cuba to give them 
their freedom; for its permanent increase 


of our standing army from 25,000 to 100,-. 


00 men with no possible justification ex- 
cept to keep unwilling foreign peoples fa 
subjugation; for its notorious secret alli- 
ance with England to be used as a menace 
to other friendly nations, and for its car- 
pet bag government and unconstitutional 
tariff inaugurated in Porto Rico.. All of 
these things, the natural] sequence of re- 
publicanism and the first symptoms of 4 
mflitary imperialism, we will forever 
oppose.”

AMERICAN FLOUR 
GOES T0 THE ORIENT 


Near $6,000,000 of Breadstufls Sent 
Over the Pacific. 


THE DEMAND IS INCREASING 


China, Japan and Asiatic Russia the 
Consumers. 


WHEAT AS A RULE IS NOT HEAVY 


Recently the Call for the Grain Has 
Shown a Remarkable 
Growth. 


Washington, 24.—(Special.)—The 


announcement of a large wheat shipment 


April 


to Japan, sent from a Pacific port, lends 
interest to some figures which the treas- 
ury bureau of statistics has prepared re- 
gardine the growing demand for American 
foodstuffs and manufacturers in the 
orient. Nearly $6,000,000 worth of our flour 
went to the orient last year, against 
about $4,000,000 worth in the preceding 
year and nearly all of it to China, Ja- 
pan and Asiatic Russia, the large propor- 
tion of that which reached China passing 
through Hong Kong, to which is was ac- 
credited in our export statements. Ship- 
ments of breadstuffs in the form of wheat 
to the orient, however, have been in the 
past rare, and the shipment of 
wheat iust announced shows the growing 
demand for our breadstuffs in that section 
of the world which buys annually $1,000, 
000,000 worth of goods, and which has been 
in the past taking less that 6 per cent 
of its purchases from the United States. 
Growth in the Orient. 

That our sales to the orient are rapidly 
growing. however, is shown by the latest 
export statistics. Thay show that while 
there has been a continued rrowth in our 
exports during the past fiscal vear. by 
far the largest percentage of growth has 
been {n our trade with the orient. To 
Europe our exports during the eicht 
months ending with February increased 
5.4 per cent as compared with the corre- 
sponding months of the preceding fiscal 
year; to South America 8 per cent: to 
North America, 13.3 per cent: to Asia. 38 
per cent; to Oceania, 51 per cent. or to 
Asia and Oceania combined, 44 per cent, 
while to Africa there was a slight reduc- 
tion owing to the disarrangement of com- 
mercial conditions there by reason.of hos- 
tilities. Taking our exports as a whoie, 
it is found that the increase during the 
eight months has been 9 per cent, while, 
as already indicated, the increase to Asia 
and Oceania has been 44 per cent. 

This increase in our sales to the orient 
occurs in every country classified under 
the head of Asia and Oceania, to China 
the increase being from $9,247,738 in the 
eight months ending with February, 1599, 
to $10,385,485 in the eight months ending 
with February, 1900; to the British Rast 
Indies, from $2,845,196 to $3,124,169; to Hong 
Kong, from $4,732,072 to $5,136,162; to Brit- 
ish Australia, from $12,525,365 to $17,999,403; 
to the Hawailan islands, from $5,605,000 
to $8,546,859, and to Japan, from $10,506,854 
in the eight months ending with Febru- 
ary, 1899, to $18,344,179 in the eight months 
ending with February, 1900. 

Conditions in Japan. 

This phenomenal increase in our ex- 
portations to the orient and especially to 
Japan, is the more surprising because 
of recent information from Japan which 
shows that the general importations of 
that countrv have been decreased under 
its new tariff, which is mildly protective. 
The total imports of Japan in the year 
1899 were 220,267,622 yen against 277,502,157 
yen in the preceding year, the value of the 
yen being 49.8 cents. Thus it is seen that 
while Japan is decreasing her general 
imports, she continues to rapidly increase 
her imports from the United States. 

The remarkable growth of our exports 
to the orient, however, only becomes fully 
apparent when the figures of the present 
exports are compared with those of a few 
years ago. For instance, our exports to 
Japan in the fiscal year 1893 were but 
$3,195.494 and in 189 they were $17,264,688 
and seem likely to be $26,000,000 in the 
fiscal year 19. To China, our exports of 
1893 were $3,900,457 and in the present -fis- 
cal year will be in round terms $15,900,000 
To Hong Kong our exports during the pe- 
riod have doubled, being $4,216,602 in 1893 
and promise to be over $8,000,000 in the pres- 
ent fiscal vear. To Australasia the ex- 
ports of 1893 were $7,921,228 and promise 
to be fully $24,000,000 in the present fiscal 
year. To Asiatic Russia the exports of 
1893 were less than $250,000. but will reach 
fully $2,000,000 in the fiscal year about to 
end. Even more remarkable, however, is 
the growth in our exports to the Hawailan 
and Philippine islands. To the Hawalian 
islands the exports of 1893 were $2,827,562: 
in 1899. $9,305,470 and in the fiscal year 190 
promise to be fully $12,000,000, while our 
exports to the Philippines which jin 1893 
were but $154,378 will in the present year 
exceed $2,000,000. Considering our exports 
to Asia and Oceania combined the total 
for the fiscal year 1893 is $27,421,831, for 
1899, $75,235,176. and for the fiscal* year 
about to end will exceed $100,060

Washington, April 24.—The military situ- 
ation in the Philippines as shown by the 
latest mail advices received et the war 
department is summarized in the follow- 
ing statement whith was made public 
today at the war department: 

“On the first of January, 1900, the insur- 
rection in the part of Luzon, .

‘“‘A different state of affairs existed in 
Cavite, Batanzas, La Guna and ‘Tayabas, 
the provinces lying immediately south of 
Manila. In this territory, the richest and 
most populous of the island, the birth- 
place of Aguinaldo and the rebellion, the 
insurgent troops were siiil intact, had in 
fact been strengthened by accessions from 
the north, and as regards equipment, dis- 
cipline and cohesion, were equal, if not 
superior, to any that had been raised in 
support of the insurgent cause. 

“General Otis committed the task of the 
destruction or dispersion of the forces 
within this district to tw@ expeditionary 
brigades, commanded respeciively by 
Brigadier Generals Wheaton and Schwan.

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Democracy and the Canal. 

The confidence of United States Sen- 
ator John T. Morgan that he can secure 
the passage of the Nicaraguan canal 
bill during the present session should 
be seconded by every democrat in both 
houses. 

The establishment of this canal 
would make the ocean and gulf coasts 
of the southern states the waterfront 
of the world; hence every southern 
congressman, regardless of party, 
should favor it. It would bring the 
cis-Rocky mountain country, which is 
drained by the rivers emptying into 
the Mississippi into the position of 
ocean front states. It would make 
available the one fleet for service in 
either ocean, as demanded. It would 
make the United States the center of 
the world’s industrial civilization. 

The objectipn which many democrats 
make to the canal bill because of the 
accompanying treaty, should not be 
permitted to defeat this great inter- 
oceanic work. The treaty, in denying 
the right of fortification, deserves all 
the censure which democrats have giv- 
en it, but that should not permit us to 
Stand in the way of a much greater 
question, which is involved in the 
building of the canal itself. The Nica- 
ragua canal is a neccessity, whether 
with or without the treaty, and it 
should be built at all hazards. In the 
meantime the treaty itself can be han- 
died upon its own merits, amended if 
possible, ar adopted if necessary to the 
accomplishment of the main design, 
‘The right of fortifications jis one 
which should belong to the United 
States, and which certainly never will 
belong to any other power. But these 
extraneous issues must not confuse the 
canal project itself, which stands pre- 
eminent as a world-wide necessity, and 
the completion of which would be the 
culmination of American commercial 
enterprise. As to the future we can 
very safely await what it has to dis- 
close, satisfied that in all contingencies 
we will be able to take care of our own 
interests. 

In the discussion of this purely com- 
mercial enterprise, Americans should 
not lose the canal by antagonizing each 
other on secondary issues, It is not 
always necessary that treaties should 
be laden with specific provisions about 
matters which providence and geogra- 
phy settle more effectively than can 
any paper agreement. Now that all 
the preliminaries have been swept out 
of the way and that the scheme has 


assumed full shape and proportions, 


our duty is plain, and we should not 
be turned aside from it by foreign is- 
sues, which are often intended to em- 
barrass rather than to assist. 


Senator Bacon Is Wise. 

The announcement that Senator Ba- 
con refuses to take part in a quarrel 
of republican factions in this state was 
only what was to have been expected 
from him. 

It seems that Cofonel R. D. Locke, 
in the interest of one faction of local 
republicanism, called upon the senator 
to enlist his interest in the fight 
against the confirmation of Harry §S. 
Edwards as postmaster at Macon. As 
this was for purposes in which de- 
mocracy played no part and in which 
the success of neither wing of the re- 
publican party could be of importance 
to democrats, Senator Bacon washed 
his hands of the whole affair, and will 
let them fight out their own battles, 
not opposing the confirmation of Mr. 
Edwards. 

The democrats of Georgia have an 
interest in the appointment of good 
men to office in this state, even under 
& republican administration, but this 
concerns the individuals merely, and 
can have no reference to the politics 
which may be concerned in the case. 
Mr. Edwards is a well-known Geor- 
gian of tried ability and good social 
standing. His acceptance of office from 
any party would be in the interest of 
We would, of 


course, prefer to see democrats in of- 


fice, and that Mr. Edwards should be 
a democrat, but since it is a political 
impossibility to have a democrat right 
now, and since Mr. Edwards by party 
allegiance is eligible, all we can ask of 
the president is that he would apppoint 
& good man, and with such an ap- 
pointee in hand, and no better one pos- 


sible, democratic senators are but per- 
forming their broader duty in confirm- 
ing him. 

That Senator Pacon will regard the 
case in its practical light we have no 
doubt and that whatever he does will 
be from no sign from _ republican 
sources, We are equally sure. 

As far as Colone] Locke is concerned 
The Constitution is none other than 
kindly disposed toward him. He has 
made an efficient government officer in 
the past and had the president appoint- 
ed him to the postmastership, there 
would have been no protest on our

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Republican and Republicanism. 

The discovery by Secretary Dick of 
the rottenness of the republican ma- 
chines in the states of the south may 
be novel to him, but it is old news to 
the people of this section, who have, 
from the first, discounted the whole 
combination. 

Secretary Dick’s discovery relates 
only to men, however. He finds that his 
party is a matter of barter and trade 
in the south; that it exists simply for 
the offices which it can control, and 
that it is void of all initiative for good, 
Every convention is a scramble for of- 
fice between men with little or no 
credit at home. But even if the ma- 
chinery of the party could be placed in 
other hands, as indicated by Mr. Dick, 
it would be productive of no good. The 
recent disclosures in Alabama, Texas 
and Tennessee were of the most dis- 
graceful character, leading The Nash- 
Ville American to say: 

The republicans are making a spectacle 
of themseives. They are snarling and 
fighting and calling each other names, and 
disgusting the publie by their proceedings. 
And what js it all about? some one may 
ask. What are they fighting for? What 
is at stake? Why have they met” The 
“nswer is, who shall distribute 
the campaign fund in Tennessee this sum- 
mer and tall, and later on the patronage, 
should Mcixinley be re-elected, That is 
all there is to it, and that men should 
Wrangle and spout and talk- und ubuse 
each other and drag the negroes into it, 
too, for such an erd! It is enough to 
turn one against republicanism in Ten- 
nesses, even if one had a mind to be a 
republican. 

This leads The Philadelphia Press to 
acknowledge: 

This is undoubtedly a correct diagnosis 
of the situation. Hlow long must it con- 
tinue, and what steps are needed to bring 
it to an end? are questions which every 
republican sliould ask himself. No purty 
can grow under such ccenditions. It can- 
not win the public contidence which is 
necessary to all« party organization. If 
the republican party is to be built up in 
the south a radical chanvge js needed and 
a prompt end made to this quarreling and 
fighting. The naticnai convention shoulda 
take the matter in hand and deal with it 
vigorously. No recognition, or patronage, 
or campaign funds should be granted to 
the republicans of any southern state un- 
less they compose tneir differences and 
place the good of the party above their 
own Selfish interests. When it was pro- 
porel a few months agn to base repre- 
sentation in republican national conven. 
tions on the vote cast irstead of on the 
number of congressmen a vigorous pro- 
test came up from the south. The south- 
ern republicans demanded that the. old 
method be adhered to. They were listen- 
ed to and a change postponed. But no 
sooner were they sure that their oid 
representation would not be cut down 
than they began to quarrel and squabble 
worse than ever. 

This confession of party imbecility 
should come to the republicans of the 
northwest as a revelation, showing un- 
der what slavery they are to an irre- 
sponsible and unscrupulous electorate, 
which is openly and notoriously for 
sale. Ever since that republican con- 
vention which treated Flannagan’s 
question of “what are we here for?” 
as its guide of action, republican policy 
has been dictated by loaves and fishes. 
Acknowledging the patriotism of the 
republican states, wherever it comes 
to a national convention for the nomi- 
nation of president, they must ground 
their colors to the man who ean con- 
tro] the purchasable delegations from 
the south. They have controlled since 
the days of Grant, and they will con- 
tinue to do so. The only escape which 
the people of the north have from this 
incubus is through democratic success, 
which will bring to the front the virtue 
and the patriotism of all the states. 
Plainly The Press sees the need for 
reform when it says: 

It is time that this disgrace is ended. 
It has become a naticuul as well as a 
party disgrace. The knife should be ap- 
plied to this running sore no matter what 
temporary inconvenience may follow. The 
present is a propitious time for building 
up the republican party in the south. 
Manufacturing is incressing at an in- 
credible rate in that section. Old preju- 
dices are fading away and a new spirit is 
coming into life. Advantage should

taken of this situation. If the factions 
in the diferent suuthern states will net 
harmonizs the national eccmmittee should 
step in and, thrusting aside all factions, 
reorganize the party on a new basis. And 
all recognition and patronage should be 
afterwards refused to those who will not 
accept the new conditions. There are 
thousends of the best men in the south 
ready to enter the republican party, but 
they are unwilling to identify themselves 
with the party as now controlled there. 
No becter time for a reorganization In 
the south will come than now. The na- 
tional republican authorities should insist 
upon a radical departure in thet section 
and so place the party on a basis where it 
will be of use in the future. 

No matter how radical may be the 
steps taken by the national convention, 
the evil will still remain, for with an 
improvement of the personnel of the 
party, republicanism itself will remain 
an unhealthy exotic ‘which can never 
be acclimated. Its politics have always 
been offensive, and at war with the or- 
ganic law of the land. Its belief in po- 
litical expediency renders it a source 
of danger useful in the hands of in- 
triguers and special interests. It has 
no conception of popular rights nor of 
national development, and therefore it 
will remain equally objectionable, 
whether presented in the man or in the 
system, in the republican or in republi- 
canism.

THE WAR AGAINST SCHLEY 
BROUGHT TO A HALT 


Philade’phia Times: The New York 
World of yesterday created @ new sensa- 
tion in navy circles by a revival of the 
scandals arising from the Schiey-Samp- 
son dispute, and the statement that the 
government had decided to end the bitter 
personal nava] feuds by abandoning the 
effort to promote Sampson over Schley. 
The final decision of the president and 
the party despots of the naval bureau to 
abandon the effort to promote Sampson 


ig credited by our New York contempo- 
rary to a careful and elaborate review of 
the history and records of the men who 
have been assailing Schley, complied by 
General Agnus, of The Baltimore Ameri- 
can, and giving notice that it would come 
as a fatal broadside against Sampson and 
his special promoters if the effort were 
renewed to degrade Schley for the ad- 
vancement of Sampson.

It bas been well] known for some time 
that Genera] Agnus had fully fortified 
himself for this battle, and while it is 
doubtless true, as he declares, that he has 
never attempted to enforce justice to 
Schley by any threats against those in 
authority, the officers who are im plicated 
by the records he has compiled doubtless 
wel] kifiown that they cannot afford the 
controversy. It is known to those who 
have inner knowledge of the machina- 
tions in the naval bureau since the begin- 
ning of the Spanish war that a rigid and 
scrupulously honest investigation of na- 
val affairs would greaitly discredit Rear 
Admiral Sampson, and much more dis- 
credit Rear Admiral Crowniashield, who 
is at the head of the bureau of naviga- 
tion and the chief conspirator against 
Schley. 

None has questioned Sampson's ability 
or his courage as a naval! officer, and the 
on'y cowardly thing that he ever did 
was giving the power of his high com- 
mand to organize the officers of his own 
fleet to deny Commodore Schley the hon- 
ors he justly achieved at Santiago. and 
the honors which the country and the 
word will ever accord to him without 
question. It was unmanly, even coward- 
ly, for Acting Rear Admiral Sampson to 
claim the credit of a battle that he did 
not even witness. and in which the dis- 
positions of the fleet had to be made ac- 
cording to the movements of the enemy, 
and not in obedience to any previous or- 
ders. and in which he did not give an 
order by signal to a single vessel when 
engaged with the enemy.

Had Sampson accorded Schley the credit 


that was due to him instead of impliedly 
claiming it for himself, he would have 
been honored by the country and his pro- 
motion even over Schley might have been 
tolerated; but the fact that he weakened 
his fleet without reason on the eve of 
battle by taking one of the two swiftest 
vessels away to enable him to appear in 
state at a conference with General Shaf- 
ter, and the additional fact that he had 
ordered the Massachusetts, the twin bat- 
tleship of the Oregon, away to coal some 
hours before, placed him in a most unfor- 
tunate position to claim any personal 
credit for the destruction of the Spanish 
fleet by the practically outclassed fleet he 
had left to meet the enemy. With the 
Indiana far off at the start and unable to 
make any speed, and with the Iowa start- 
ing four miles behind the Spanish fleet, 
then running twelve knots, never exceed- 
ing ten knots in the chase, and with the 
Texas unable to cope with the Spanish 
vessels in speed, Sampson had left his 
fleet distinctly outclassed, and the victo- 
ry was won under Schley’s command, and 
chiefly by Schley and Clarke, with the 
hearty co-operation of all the officers and 
the gallantry of “the men behind the 
guns.”’ 

We had many instances of injustice to 
brave men during our civil war arising 
from the fearful asperities which grew up 
in a suddenly organized army where pro- 
motion was rapid. but in no instance has 
there eyer been such an organized effort 
to strip a naval hero of his laurels as that 
organized in the navy department, large- 
ly or wholly by Crowninshield himself, to 
degrade Admiral Schley for the single pur- 
pose of stealing his laurels for Sampson, 
who had no other claim to them than that 
he happened to be the absent commander 
of the fleet during the battle.

The battle of Santiago was the most 
brilliant achievement in the history of 
the naval warfare of the world. and it is 
a consuming shame to the nation that 
Sampson and the naval bureau, whose fa- 
voritisne gave Sampson the command over 
his supertors alike in rank, ability and 
manliness, have systematically, vindic- 
tively and even fiendishly, pursued Schley 
to crown a pet of the bureau with unearn- 
ed honors, and no more contemptible ex- 
hibition of this hostility to Schley has 
been seen than in ordering him to sea in 
the most unfriendly climate of the world 
to command a fleet consisting of a second 
class cruiser and two gunboats, with no 
important duty to perform and practically 
filling the place of a captain. 

It is needless to say that any particular 
person has forced the despotic naval bu- 
reau and the administration to end the 
unjust effort to promote Sampson over 
Schley. That has never been possible 
Since the day the battle of Santiago was 
fought. The president has favored it: the 
secretary of the navy has favored it: Ad- 
miral Crowninshield has organized all the 
puppets of the naval bureau to invent and 
circulate every conceivable calumny 
against, Schley to ald it, but the “senate, 
after having been formally addressed by 
Secretary Long and called out Schley’s 
pigeonholed defense of his campaign was 
more than two to one against the promo- 
tion of Sampson over Schley. 

The patriotic people of the country are 
practically united in giving honors to the 
man who fought the battle and not to 
the man who falled to fight it and ther 
claimed the credit he did not merit; and 
it has never been possible in the past: it 
is not possible now, and it never can be 
possible in the future, for the senate to 
confirm the promotion of Sampson over 
Schley in defiance to the overwhelming 
convictions of the American people 
Whether the battle is ended or not the 
result is the same. There may be naval 
bureau dreamers who concelve it possi- 
ble to degrade Schley and promote Samp- 
son, as they learn nothing and forget 
nothing, but the patriotic people of the 
republic are the sovereign power of the 
land, and they are omnipotent when they 
speak, as they have spoken and ever will 
speak, million-tongued, in defense of 
Schley’s heroism and victory in Santiago.

SOME INTERESTING FACTS 
ABOUT THE NEW CENSUS 


Washington, April 2%.—(Special.)—A well 
known French writer once said that 
American history presents one unparal- 
leled spectacle—“‘that of a people who in- 
stituted the statistics of their country on 
the very day when they founded their 
government, and who regulated by the 
same instrument the census of the in- 
habitants, their civil and political rights 
and the destinies of the nation.” 

This government was not only the first 
to institute formally a periodic census, 
but it is today the only government in 
the world which collects and publishes 
general statistics of manufacturers. Emile 
Levasseur, the eminent French statisti- 
cian, who probably has a wider acquaint- 
ance with the statfstical literature of the 
world than any other living statistician, 
speaks of our manufacturing statistics 
in the following terms: “Every tenth 
year the United States undertakes the 
task of furnishing an estimate of the in- 
dustrial wealth of the country. A store 
of information is thus obtained which is 
not accessible in any other country of 
the world—precious material for economic 
study, when it fs used with discernment.” 
Here is one direction, at least, in which 
the American people have never realized 
their own superiority. 


Few people stop to think how much our 
wonderful industrial development of the 
last few years has resulted from the 
pride and interest we feel as a people 
in the progress of the manufacturing in- 
dustries. Since Alexander Hamilton 
framed his policy of national development 
and submitted to congress his report upon 
manufactures, the people of the United 
States have carefully attempted to foster 
the manufacturing interests. Whether 
wisely or unwisely, they have evidently 
regarded them as a sure index as well as 
a potent cause of the prosperity of the 
whole country. 

The public has a right to know the 
measur? of their failure or success, to un- 
derstand what a stimulating public policy, 
acting upon the most enterprising busi- 
ness minds of the world, has produced. 
And the only way in which this informa- 
tion can be secured is through the cen- 
sus statistics of manufactures. 

From 183 to 1890 the capital reported as 
invested in American manufactures in- 
creased more than 1,000 per cent, the num- 
ber of employees more than 38 per cent, 
the total amount of wages more than 
800 per cent, the cost of raw materials 
more than 800 per cent, the value of the 
products nearly 800 per cent. These fig- 
ures are mere approximations, of course, 
but as time passes the statistics of manu- 
factures are becoming more accurate, sO 
much so that when the returns of the 
twelfth census are tabulated they may 
be taken as a true picture of the industrial 
condition of this branch of industry. 


With a trust bill pending and a com- 
mercial policy in process of formation, it 
ic decidedly to the interests of the man- 
ufacturer to furnish the statistics which 
shall reveal the billion of cavital and the 
millions of men and women dependent 
vpon the manufacturing industries. This 
much he owes to himself: he owes it to 
ecience and to his country, as well as 
to himself. that his estimates shall be 
esreful and accurate. 

There {= not a single instance fin the 
history of the country in which the infor- 
mation furnished to a census enumerator 
has heen used to the dlendvantage of the 
nerson stupnivine Tt. The figures do not 
ret to the tax devartment, ror to busi- 
neee rivals. and thev are published only 
in general tables tn which the renorts of 
individual firms or corporations are whol- 


lv lost. 


The cenens law requlres that the enum-

Heretofore the field work for all inqul- 
ries has begun on June Ist of the decen- 
nial year, the time specified by the law 
beginning the count of the population, 
or as soon as possible thereafter. * But 
nothing in the terms of the law appears 
to prevent the field work of the division 
of manufactures from beginning before 
June ist. The act requires that the cen- 
sus vear for which returns are to be made 
shall be the fiscal year nearest to and 
preceding Jure 1, 19. As practically no 
establishments close business on June Ist, 
they can report as well on or after the 
Ist of May as on or after the Ist of June.

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CITY PRISON USED 
AS REFORMATORY 


Three Boys Are Placed in Solitary Con- 
finement by Recorder, 


THEY HAD TO BE PUNISHED 


Yet the Chaingang Was Not Deemed 
the Place for Them 


TWO OF THE BOYS ARRESTED YESTERDAY 


One Has Been in a Cell Two Weeks, 
They Are Alone and Cannot 
See Each Other. 


Recorder Broyles is trying to make a 


sort of temporary juvenile reformatory of 
the city prison. That ts, he has been 
called upon lately to punish white boys, 
but disliking to send them to the city 
chaingang among hardened criminals and 
where the sentence was calculated to 
make them worse instead of better, he 
had them held at the police barracks in 
solitary confinement. 

There are now three white boys. al] 
under twelve years of age, serving sen- 
tences by imprisonment in cells at the 
barracks, 

One of the boys has been in prison for 
about two weeks. The other two were ar- 
rested yesterday morning for fighting on 
Peachtree street. 

“I am just forced to sentence these 
boys,” said the recorder yesterday when 
trying the last two arrested, “but it looks 
like criminality itself to have them sent to 
the chaingang. Every day I am con- 
vinced more and more of the great need 
of a reformatory for boys, who will cer- 
tainly grow up only to swell the list of 
criminals in our state.” 

Horace O'Neal is in a cell in the city 
prison, having been sentenced to solitary 
confinement by the recorder. He was 
given one month, the charge upon which 
he was tried being burglary. It was the 
second time that a similar case had been 
made against him. After his incarcera- 
tion he was taken before the judge of the 
superior court on a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, but this step failed to get him out 
of prison, and he will have to serve the 
remainder of his sentence, which is twen- 
ty-nine days. 

Yesterday morning John Fallon and Ar- 
thur Elliott, two small white boys, were 
arrested for fighting with rocks on Peach- 
tree street. They were tried in the af- 
ternoon. The policeman stated that the 
boys were always on the streets and were 
at times great nuisances. 

“T will fine each of you,” said the re- 
corder to the juvenile prisoners, “$3.75 
and if the fines are not paid you will be 
sentenced to solitary confinement in the 
station house for one week.” 

The fines were not paid and the two 
boys were given cells in the city prison. 

Each of the three boys is placed by 
himself in a cell and in corridors far apart 
where they cannot talk to one another. 
They will not be allowed to leave their 
cells during their terms of confinement. 

It is about the nearest Measure to a 
reformatory that the recorder and police 
can at present devise.

A Magnificent Parade Is Promised. 
School Children Will Turn Out 
Captain Ellis the Orator. 


The solemnity and deeper meaning of 
Memorial Day will be enhanced and ful- 
filled tomorrow by the presentation to 300 
confederate veterans of the southern 
cross of honor. The Zlorious deeds of 
brave men are to be commemorated by 
fair women. 

The Daughters of the Confederacy will 
present these bronze crosses of honor to 
the veterans at the speca] Memorial Day 
exercises to be held tomorrow morning 
in the hall of the house of representa- 
tives in the capitol. 

The crosses will be conferred on about 
three hundred veterans, who have filed 
application for them. The presentation 
of these badges of honor promises to be 


one of the most noteworthy and inter- } 


esting features of the day.

The Daughtérs of the Confederacy, in 
presenting these crosses to the veterans. 
are inspired by the same feeling that 
prompts the giving of the Victoria Cross 
of England, the Iron Cross of Germany, 
or the Cross of the Legion of Honor in 
France—a desire to honor brave soldiers. 

The press dispatches of a few days 
back contained a pathetic story of an old 
confederate soldier who had died because 
of poverty and neglect. His war record 
showed that he had served with conspic- 
uous gallantry in some of the bloodiest 
and most famous actions of the civil war. 
His breast would have been covered with 
medals had his service been in any conti- 
nental army. Yet he could not leave to 
his children any tangible evidence that 
his service for the lost cause had been 
recognized or appreciated. The number 
of cases of a similar nature first sug- 
gested the idea of the cross of honor. 

The final arrangements for the celebra- 
tion of Memorial Day have been com- 
pleted. In addition to the exercises at 
the capitol in the morning under the au- 
spices of the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy, the parade and Captain W. D. El- 
lis's oration at Oakand cemetery in the 
afternoon will make the celebration a no- 
table one. 

The parade will be formed at 2:30 
o'clock, near the junction of Peachtree 
and West Peachtree streets. ‘All of the 
schools in the city will close in honor of 
the day, and the children will form one 
of the largest and most interesting divi- 
sions of the parade. 

The Fifth regiment, commanded by 
Colonel Park Woodward, will wear the 
new uniforms recently purchased by the 
State, and the regiment will make a 
splendid showing.

AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


The presence of Hon. Thomas E. Wat- 
S0n In Atlanta yesterday was made trebly 
conspicuous by reason of his absence from 
& small populist gathering assembled in 
& room on the second floor of the Jackson 
hotel. The executive committee of the 
middle of the roaders, the political 
phoenix that fluttered out of the ashes 


of the national committee, was {\ session rit 


for the purpose of choosing a chairman, 
and one was chosen, but. Hon. Thomas E. 
Watson took no hand in the choice. 

The once popular leader, popular still, 
but no longer a leader, was conscious of 
the presence of the executive committee, 
but he maintained a cold silence and held 
aloof. A few weeks ago Thomas Watson 
indicated to a representative of the Asso- 
Clated Press that he was out of 
politics, At the same time he 
Stated emphatically that he would 
not be the candidate of the mid- 
dle of the roaders for president, and his 
Presence in Atlanta yesterday and his 
conspicuous absence from the councils of 
the party, indicated the sincerity of both 
declarations. The predilection of the late 
leader for obscurity in the coming cam- 
paign and his alleged purpose to give the 


|new party the cold, metallic laugh has 


gone hard, it is said, with the followers 
of Parker and Donnelly in Georgia. 

It is conceded that the Cincinnati par- 
ty began its existence with the idea that 
Watson would occupy its platform. The 
nomination was in fact tendered before- 
hand in a roundabout Way, and it is a 
notable fact that when the populists met 
in convention in this city some days ago, 
there was no mention from the first to 
last of the former nominee for vice pres- 
ident. garker and Donnelly were in- 
dorsed in two WePparate resolutions for 
presiden* and vice president, and both 
resolutions were passed without. the 
slightest display of enthusiasm. It was 
remarked at the time by a former popu- 
list that the convention feared to make 
use of Watson's name, as there was said 
to be some danger that his answer there- 
to would have been an explosive of dis- 
astrous impact. 

The executive committee which met 
yesterday morning at 10 o’clock re-elect- 
ed Dr. J. S. McKnight, of Dalton, chair- 
man, and adjourned without the transac- 
tion of any other business of importance. 
Dr. McKnight is regarded as the most 
active chairman the party in this state 
has had for years; 

Colonel J. H. Traylor, of Troup, the 
nominee of the middle of the roaders for 
governor, was on hand at the meeting of 
the committee. He signified, without 
hesitation his intention of accepting the 
nomination, and indicated that he would 
give forth a statement in the very near 
future, 


The evidences of activity in the registra- 
tion of democratic voters for the primary 
of May 15th in every section of the state 
are to be found in abundance, and not a 
day passes that state officials do not re- 
ceive indications pointing to the largest 
vote in recent years. Registration 
books, under the directions:laid down by 
the st*te executive committee close on 
May ith, and in a large number of coun- 
ties sub-registration stations have been 
established by tax collectors and deputies 
sworn in the various militia districts. 
Two weeks are left in which to register, 
and state house officers express them- 
selves as confident that with the ma- 
chinery outlined by the committee, the 
total number of names will reach the 
highest tide mark ever known in Gcorgia. 


The recent success of the state depart- 
ment of agriculture in lowering the cat- 
tle quarantine line south of the counties 
of Towns and Union and a portion of

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Rabun, is regarded as a stroke of more 
than ordinary importance for those coun- 
ties and that section of the state. It is 
a wel] known fact that cattle north of the 
quarantine line are worth more than those 
below the line. The difference is oftcn 
an imaginary one, but it is nevertheless 
customory to give more for stock above 
the fever line than for the stock below 


Cattle raising is one of the leading in- 
dustries of that section of Georgia and 
for some time the people of those coun- 
tles have been trying to get above the 
quarantine line. Splenetic fever is sup- 
posed to be inoculated generally in this 
Class of stock below the imaginary line, 
and as fast as other counties in the state 


take the time to prove to federal author- 


ities that fever is unknown among their 
Cattle the line wil) be lowered still 
farther. 


The well known annexation case in 
Which the whole of Macon is more or 
less interested was argued as an ad- 
vanced case before the supreme court 
yesterday morning. The. annexationists 
were represented by John I. Hall and 
Colonel Wimberly and the anti-annexa- 
tionists had N. E. Harris and Dupont 
Guerry as their counsel, The argument 
in the suit consumed the greater part of 
the morning session, and as usual the 
court, at the close of the argument, re- 
served its decision. It was the prevail- 
ing opinion among the Maconites who lis- 
tened to the argumeut, that the decision 
of Judge Felton will be sustained. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright was 
indirectly informed yesterday by one of 
the largest merchants of Hogansville 
that the Mercantile Mutual Insurance 
Company, of Providence, R. I., was so- 
liciting business in that town. The comp- 
troller general who keeps a watchful eye 
out for matters of this kind hastily no- 
tified his informer that the company in 
question was not licensed to do business 
in the state. The concern it seems, if the 
charge is true, has overlooked the nec- 
essity of depositing $10,000 in bonds with 


the state treasurer before beginning oper- ; 


ations. 


Colonel James M, Dupree, one of the 
leading attorneys of Macon county, and 
Colonel C. L. DeVaughn, also prominent 
as a young lawyer in that section, are 
both in Atlanta awaiting the decision of 
the pardon board on an application for 
executive clemency argued in behalf ofa 
condemned client. Colonel Dupree is a 
prominent figure in the democratic coun- 
cCils of Macon county, but instead of po- 
litical preferment he has chosen close at- 
tiontion to the lega)] profession. 

The case argued before the pardon 
board was that in which Joe Hall was 
sentenced to death for the killing of Na- 
than Dickson, Judge Littlejohn having 
set May 3d as the day for the execution. 

The crime was a pecullar one according 
to the evidence in which the condemned 
man was given serious provocation, The 
jury was out on the case a day and a 
half before a verdict was reached, but 
the court overruled the appeal for a new 
trial, The supreme court was asked to 
Pass on the verdict and it was sustained. 
Hall was ably defended in the case by 
Colone} Dupree, James N. Harrison and 
C. L. DeVaughn and his attorneys are 
still making a determined effort in his 
behalf. In support of their appeal for 
a commutation of the sentence, the at- 
torneys have presented a petition signed 
by over one-half of the grand jury that 
indicted Hall, eleven citizens of the trial 
jury and 300 of the most prominent men 
living in the vicinity. With such a basis 
for their plea the attorneys are confident 
that the appeal will be granted. 

The decision of the pardon board will 
be delivered before the end of the week, 
and after leaving the board the case must 
be passed on by the governor.

MANY MATTERS OF INTEREST AROSE 


The New Schoolhouse on Bell Street 
Is To Cost $13,000, Saving the 
Boari About $2,000. 


The school children of Atlanta will be 
siven opportunity to observe the eclipse 
of the sun, which occurs on May 28th. A 
resolution providing that the school ses- 
Sion begin on that day at 10 o'clock in the 
morning ingtead of at the usual hour was 
introduced yesterday afternoon at a meet- 
ing of the board, and was unanimously 
adopted. 

The resolution was Introduced by Oscar 
Pappenheimer, wh» explained that che 
Sun would be in eclipse cn May 28th, and 
he thought it would be a wise step on the 
part of the board to make provision for 
the children in order that they might wit- 
ness the eclipee without having to hurry 
to school. Members of the board appar- 
ently thought his resolution to be wise 
and adopted it unanimously. 

Judge Bicodworth, chairman of the 
finance committee, reported that the con- 
tract four the new schcolhouse or Bell 
street had been let for $10,490; the heating 
contract had been let for $900; the furni- 
ture ani blackboaris would cost $1,160, 
and the fencing would be constructed at 
a cost of $125. 

Alderman Beutell, of the city council, 
appeared before the board with a peti- 
tion from 136 citizens of the Williams 
Street school district. The petition was 
for more room at the Williams street 
school, as the children are very crowded 
there, and many are forced to attend 
schoois in other districts. Councll re- 
cently appropriated $15,000 to the board of 
education for the purpose of erecting the 
Bell street school. It now appears that 
the new school is to cost only about $13,- 
000; and it was a portion of the remaining 
$2,000 that Alderman Beutell wanted for 
the Williams street school. No action 
was taken by the board, 

Hamilton Douglas, presenting the re- 
port of the committee on schools and 
teachers, recommended that the annual 
examination of appilcants for pcsitions 
as teachers occur on May 12th. His rec- 
ommendation was adopted. 

Mr. Pappenheimer presented a resolu- 
tion providing that the principals of 
grammar schools be authorized to pur- 
chase or rent pianos for their respective 
schools. These pianos are to be pur- 
chased or rented only by voluntary sub- 
scription, and the board will not bs re- 
sponsible for any expense’ incurred 


through the instruments. This resolution 
was adopted. 

A petition from a number of policemen, 
asking that their children be allowed to 
attend the police picnic, on May 8th, 
without being marked absent, was iaid 
cn the table, because the members of the 
board did not think it wise to suspend the 
rules for a picnic. 

Thea report of Superintendent Slaton was 
an interesting paper, as vusual. dealing 
with many things of importance to the 
board. 

The meeting was held yesterday in- 
stead of next Thursday, the day for the 
session, because the members of the 
board desire participating in the Memorial 
day exercises.

James Whitcomb Riley, the Indiana 
poet, reached Atlanta yesterday morning 
from Augusta, Ga., and is stopping with 
Joel Chandler Harris at his residence in 
West End. 

Mr. Riley went to Augusta about a 
week ago from Indlanapolis for the bene- 
fit of his health. He was troubled with 
a throat affection and desired g complete 


rest before beginning his lecture tour. He 
was greatly benefited by his stay in Au- 
gusta. He will remain in Atlanta some 
time and will be the guest, while here, of 
Mr. Harris. 

Mr. Riléy declares that he has a fond- 
ness for Georgia and he has visited this 
state on several occasions. He has 
lectured in Atianta a number of times 
and the enthusiasm with which he has

Writing from Indianap@iis, Secretary 
T. H. Martin, of the Southern Interstate 
fair, describes interestingly what he 
terms the greatest state fair in the coun- 
try, referring to the annua] fair at Co- 
lumibus, O. Mr. Martin returns to At- 
lanta today from New Orleans, one of 
the cities he visited in the interests of the 


Atlanta fair. He wil] take up the work 
with renewed vigor. Speaking of the Co- 
lumbus fair he said: 

“I spent yesterday on the grounds of 
the greatest state fair in the entire coun- 
try—at Columbus, O. I1 say ‘greatest’ ad- 
visedly, for the Ohio state fair is regard- 
ed everywhere as the mode] fair of the 
United States. 

‘Ten years ago these grounds were an 
abandoned pbrickyard. They presented a 
most uninviting appearance—great holes 


were here and there where the clay had 
been excavated for brick molding. Now 
these excavations appear as a chain of 
miniature lakes; the entire grounds are 
covered with veivetlike grass, trees bor- 
der the wide driveways and splendid ex- 
hibition buildings are grouped in pic- 
turesque grandeur, 

“The grounds, buildings and belongings 
of the fair association are valued at near- 


ly a million dollars, and al] of this the 
accumulated profit of fairs heid in the 
past. The association, which is really a 
state board, gets annually from the state 
$15,000. This entire sum is devoted to 
salaries and necessary office expense 
aside from the fair; for this board issues 
certain bulletins and performs other du- 


ties which do not relate directly to the 
fair. Thus the fair is left to care for 
itself, so far as expense is concerned. 
There is no fund of any character to sup- 
port the fair, no subscription by local 
merchants, no special fund of any char- 
acter; it is simply managed like any other 
business enterprise—that is, like any 
other guccessful business enterprise, for 
it pays its way and has made profit 
enough during the past ten years to hold 
its own for another ten years without 
special effort 

“But the management is not satisfied 
with the work already accomplished. 
Every year adds some great improve- 
ment. This year a tremendous horse ‘pa- 
vilion’ ig to be constructed. Two jarge 
exhibition buildings will also be put up 
this year—the three buildings represent- 
ing an investment of $12%4,000. Quite a 
xood deaj of this money the board has on 


hand; to cover the balance a 4 per cent 
bond issue will be made. So well recog- 
nized is the strength of the organization 
that it finds no difficulty in piacing its 
low rate bonds.

“But the matter that interested me. 


most at Columbus, for it was the real 
purpose of my visit, was the opportunity 


offered to study the methods employed |

It has always been a mystery to me that | 
we got through our fair last year with | 


so few serious biunders. It was simply 
good luck, nothing else. Mr. Woodward 
and I used to discuss the horrib.e uncer- 
tainty of the situation. Neither of us 
had ever had any experience. 
had had expositions and some of the 
members of our board were well up on 
bproadgauge enterprises of this character. 
But we were al] in the dark regarding a 
State fair. Every movement was a step 
in the dark and gometimes !t was pretty 
dark at that. But i¢ turned out ail right 
and we have had the benefit of the ex- 
perience. 

“Thig year our board of directors 
thought it would be wise to study other 
people’s methods somewhat, so I am do- 
ing my best to carry out their ideas, and 
right well have my investigations been 
rewarded. 

“The secretary of the Ohio State fair 
is probably the best posted fair manager 
in the United States. His abilities have 
been recognized by his brother workers, 
for he ig president of their national] as- 
sociation. For hours we examined rec- 
ords and reports and discussed fair man- 
agement in all of its various phases. I 
discovered that I knew very little about 
fairs. My experience was history, and 
ancient history at that. 

“This afternoon I have spent with the 
secretary of the Indiana State fair, an- 
other great institution, but not equa) to 
the Ohio State fair. It is interesting to 
note the countenance of one of these ex- 
perienced managers when I relate some 
of my embarrassments of last year. His 
tell tale face says as plainiy ag possible: 
‘Yes, I have been there many a time, 
long ago, long ago.’ 

“IT am going to make a specia] study of 
horse shows during my trip. Of course 
there are no horse snows in session just 
now, with the exception of the one at 
New Orleans, and I will take that in be- 
fore my return. But I will visit Chicago 
and St. Louls for the purpose of taiking 
over matters itn detai] with the managers 
of the annua! horse shows held in those 
cities. Our horse show during the fair is 
to be a great feature. I am convinced 
that it will prove a splendid and highly 
interesting attraction. 

‘My investigations so far, bearing upon 
what hag been accomplished by these 
northern fairs, hemmed in on every side 
by other state and county fairs (there 
are eighty fairs in Indiana besides the 
State fair) have convineed me regarding 
the-future of the Southern Interstate fair. 
We have the entire southeastern country 
to draw from, practically without inter- 
ference. There is no earthly reason for 
failure, and to prove this—we will not 


fail.’’

Q’LEARY KILLED IN 
A FATAL SHAKE UP 


Popular Young Jockey Thrown from 
Randy at Aqueduct. 


TWO OTHER RIDERS INJURED 


Randy, Wightman and Pettifogger | 


Are Seriously Bunged Up. 


The Loss of O’Leary Is a Severe One 
to the Stable for Which He Was 
Riding at Aqueduct. 


New York, April 24.—A frightful accli- 
dent happened at the Aqueduct race 
track today, in which Jockey Frank 
O'Leary was fatally injured and two 
other boys were badly shaken 
O'Leary died of his injuries shortly after 
reaching the hospital. 

It occurred in the fifth race and Ina 
moderate field. The horses got away in 
good order and when they had gone about 
a sixteenth of a mile G. E. Wightman, 
McJoynt up, stumbled and fell, the 
jockey rolling under the fence out of 
harm’s way and escaping with slight 
bruises and a shaking up. Pettifogger 
bumped into Wightman as the latter was 
falling and went up into the air, turn- 
ing a somersault and landing on his 
back. Hewitt was thrown some distance, 
but he, too, was out of the way of the 
other horses and was even less hurt 
than McJoynt. 

O'Leary, nowever, was not so fortu- 
nate, for Randy, which he was riding, 
stumbled into the pair of horses on the 
ground and threw O'Leary among them. 
He was kicked in the head by one of 
them and his head crushed in. 

An ambulance was called and he was 
taken to St. Mary’s hospital, in Brook- 
lyn, the doctor saying that it was un- 
likely that he would live to reach the 
hospital. The three horses escaped with 
severe injuries, which are not thought 
to be serious, although they are not like- 
ly to race for some time.

Atlanta, Ga., April 24, 1900.—Editor Wo- 
man’s Department: What right has the 
average man to make any comment on 
Horatio Dresser? None; absolutely none! 
Mr. Dresser is above commonplaces. He 
rises superior to the sordid strife and self- 
ish struggle of today. He hag elevated 
himself through the pure endeavor of the 
twin mind—the poised, richly endowed 
mind—to a niche high in the sanctuary 
of potential psychology.. He is beyond 
the criticism of vulgarians and proletaires 
whose timid thoughts stay shrinking al- 
ways back in the “‘bat caves’”’ the mascu- 
line critic mentions in The Constitution 
this morning. If those who so gratuitous- 
ly criticise Mr. Dresser should ever trans- 
press their own dull code by thinking, 
‘he sin could only prove a venial one. 

But trust the masculine many to grow 
testy at the triumphs of the Titan-minded 
thoughtful few men whose teachings 
transcend the tamness of the work-a-day 
world, and who draw their disciples as 
did the Devas of old into doing good for 
the deed’s sake, thus developing the di- 
yine side—the deeper soul—of the devoted 
ones until the ultimate of the unseén but 
ever-present undercurrent of turgid self- 
ishness is made crystal clear: by the sac- 
rifice of self—the final attainment of the 
subverted ego. 

In the masculine.estimate of Mr. Dress- 
er it is charged that he is not a man of 
profound education. Perhaps not, but he 
is more—he is intelligent. And it has been 
wel] said that “intelligence is better than 
learning; intelligence is better than sci- 
ence.’’ Mr. Dresser may or may not be 
profoundly educated, but he is deep and 
true in his thought—unerring in his ex- 
patiation of his exposition of the funda- 
mentals that blaze the way to a lease on 
a higher life, an ideal existence in per- 
fect concord with the harmonies of the 
ethereal in man. 

It was suggested in the ‘‘estimate’”’ this 
morning that Mr. Dresser is a bit Bud- 
dhistic in his tendencies; this I deny. One 
might as well say because a lecturer uses 
the word ‘‘Hebraic’’ he has founded all 
his philosophy upon Talmudic treatises or 
the Rabbinical legends. Perhaps this 
“critic’’ has read somé of the translated 
wisdom of the ‘‘Pantchatantra,’’ or the 
Buddhist stories of the ‘“‘Dhammapada.”’ 
If so, then he will understand me when 
I say that Mr. Dresser possesses the soul 
of an Apsara. He is esoteric in his pur- 
suit of his attuned philosophy. What he 
gives out by reflection comes sifted 
through a mind-sieve of delicate and beau- 
tiful pattern. His words of advice are 
the soft breathing of a spirit that stirs 
only the best, highest and the most artis- 
tic tendencies without touching the per- 
turbed, worldly under-elements. 

Let us not suppose that because today 
in the zenith of his power Mr. Dresser 
is calm, contained, poised, certain, that 
he was always thus. He has been through 
the refining fires that purge the mind. 
Per-fervid himself once, he has fought 
out the warfare of the wholesome and 
won to the higher ground of the immuta- 
ble learning .of universal love. Like 
Bakawali the fiery furnace has but made 
him better and more to be appreciated. 

I have not entered into Mr. Dresser’s 
philosophy. I have simply tried to tell 
something about him in order that the 
“masculine estimate’”’ in The Constitution 
of this morning may not go unchallenged 
to the world.

He said that E. J. Martin came to him 
late one afternoon and presented the let- 
ter which appeared to have been signed 
by Auditor Hunter and approved by 
President Smith. He accepted the order 
and paid $500 over to Martin. After he 
had paid the money, so he stated, he be- 
gan to think the matter irregular and 
calied up Mr. Hunter by telephone to ask 
him about it. 

He said Mr. Hunter told him to send 
the letter to him under a personal cover 
and he would return the money by ©*- 
press. The witness stated that this had 
been done and he received the $00 the 
next day. On the cross-examination oY 
Judge Tompkins the witness stated he 
had compared the signatures on the order 
and considered that they were not gen- 
uine. In answer to a question, Mr. Barr 
said he had met Mr. Martin several days 
before and that the bookkeeper had askea 
him to hold over $500, which he would 
call for. He then told how he made re- 
mittances to the bank for tickets sod 
and explained why he thought the presen 
tation of the order by Martin was irregu- 
lar. 
"The witness went down and H. M. Ab- 
bett. who said he had been treasurer of 
the road since 1884, took the stand. Ho 
said he had no knowledge of any entry 
of $2,389. as he had made no examination 
of the cash book. Judge Tompkins en- 
tered an objection to all testimony con- 
cerning that check. The witness sald 
that L. P. Grice had been employed as 
clerk in the treasurer's office before he 
had gone to the auditor's office. , 

Replying to the examination, Mr. Ab- 
hett stated that the reason Grice left was 
because he was short in his accounts. 
He said he learned that the young man 
was employed in Hunter's office, but did 
not remember whether or not the audi 
tor had been made acquainted with tne 
circumstances surrounding the clerk’s de- 
from the treasurer's office. 
Expert Fero Testifies. 

The next witness was by far the most 
interesting introduced during the trial. He 
wac D. S. Fero, the expert accountant 
of the firm of Haskins & Sells. who had 
heen emploved to go through the books 
in the auditor’s office to check up the ac- 
counts. 
For three hours and forty-five minutes 
Mr. Fero was kept on the stand and the 
wav in which he testified as to figures and 
accounts was one of the interesting feat- 
ures of the trial. He was surrounded by 
ledgers, bundles of vouchers and papers 
of all descriptions, but was able to lay 
his hands on just‘the right article at the 
right time. 
He ‘said he had been employed by Has- 
kins & Sells for the past three years and 
prior to that time had followed the pro- 
fession of an expert accountant for more 
than nine vears. He admitted that he 
considered himself an expert*in the work 
of checking over railroad accounts. The 
witness stated he came to Atlanta last 
October and called on Hunter for the 
books in the auditor's office. 
Mr. Fero said that when he asked the 
auditor for the agents’ accepted balances, 
Mr. Hunter told him there might be some 
difficulty in finding these papers, as 0 
special effort had been made to preserve 
them after the agents had accepted the 
balances and returned the slips to the 
auditor’s office. He said he expressed 
some surprise that the papers had not 
been filed away where they could be 
found at a moment's notice and stated 
that if all were not to be found, it wouid 
be necessary for him to go to the stations 
along the line and check up from ihe 
agents’ books. 
Mr. Fero stated the last time he saw 
Mr. Hunter was two days after this in- 
terview and then Hunter left. The ac- 
cepted balances had been turned over to 
him by the auditor's chief clerk. He ex- 
plained how the false balances had been 
transfered to other aceounts and went 
into minute details : concerning certain 
transactions. The expert then introduced 
a typewritten summary of Colonel How- 
ell’s account which, he said, he had taken 
from the books. Judge Tompkins ob- 
jected, stating that the books were the 
best evidence of the entries. The sum- 
mary was admitted on the ground that 
it represented a key to the entries on the 
various books. 
Om the cross-examination, conducted by 
Attorney Alston, the witness stated ne 
was not prepared to swear that Auditor 
Hunter -had signed all the checks and 
vouchers. He said that Hunter's name 
was signed to them and that irregular en- 
tries had been made. An hour for lunch 
was taken and it was 2:45 o’clock when. 
Mr. Fero finished testifying. 

Hunter Goes After Data. 


Attorney Hill then offered certain 
ports for several months in evidence, but 
Mr. Alston objected to the report for 
July, 1899. on the ground that Mr. Fero ad- 
mitted having found it in Colonel How- 
ell’s desk. He did not consider it a com- 
plete report, as it had not been returned 
to the auditor. The court ruled that as 
it had passed through the auditor’s olfice 
it was admissible, 

The prosecution then announced closed. 
The defense. however, asked for time in 
which to get some data to be used by 
Hunter in making his statement to the 
jury. Judge Tompkins asked until 4 
o’clock. but Judge Candler stated the 
court could not be allowed to suspend for 
such a length of time. Hunter, accompa- 
nied bv a bailiff, was permitted to go to 
the Tower to get this data, and the court 
took a recess for thirty minutes. 

During this time the members of the 
jury were allowed, under guard, to take 
a stroll in order to get some fresh air. 
In the specified time Hunter returned 
and when the jury was again in the box, 
he took the stand and made his state- 
ment. 

When he concluded, Attorney Iston 
opened the argument for the defense. So- 
licitor Hill followed and spoke for some 
time for the prosecution. He finished at 
5:45 and the court adjourned for the day, 
to reconvene at 8:30 o'clock this morning.

COTTON PLANTS BADLY HURT 


Warm Days and Sunshine Are Far- 
mers’ Need, 


THE FRUIT CROP PROMISES TO DO WELL 


| In Southern Part of the State Favor- 


able Reports Come in Regard to 
Grapes and Other Fruits. 


The past week has been characterized 
by heavy and almost continuous rainfall, 
the effect of which was beneficial in some 
sections of the state and detrimental in 
others. In the northern portion of the 
State, where plowing and planting were 
well under way during the previous week, 
a complete suspension of this work was 
caused by the rains, and all work is tn a 
backward state, little or nothing being 
accomplished during this week. In the 
middle section rain interfered consider- 
ably with cotton planting and land was 
badly washed In some localities. In the 
southern section the prevailing weather 
conditions, while retarding work, were on 
the whole greatly beneficial to all grow- 
ing crops. Warm days and Sunshine are 
now much needed for drying but the land 
and promoting good growth. Cotton plant- 
ing is delayed in the north; in the cen- 
tral portions progress is variable, a few 
fields being ready for chopping, but in 
general much remains to be put In. Re- 
ports from the southern sections indicate 
that, as a rule, cotton is coming up to a 
good stand and some is being chopped.
